No Bill Against Janifer. 


The session of the superior criminal 
court which opened in this.city Monday 
promises to be one of more than ordi- 
nary interest, as there are many cases 
on the docket of unusual importance. 

In addition to the long list of indict- 
ments found by the grand jury, 
there are several new indictments in 
cases in which there is great interest. 


The indictment in the Cold Spring 
brewerv burglary includes true bills 
against not only John Farrell and Wil- 
liam ‘McFarland, alias Scott, who have 
been confined in the local jail since they 
were brought here from Dover, N. H., 
but also against the three men still in 
Dover jail on an additional charge of 
the murder in that city on the night of 
the Fourth of July of Thomas Dobb ns 
and John McNally—John Williams, 
John Brown and Frank Gold. There 
are two counts against the. prisoners, 
the charge being breaking and entering 
with intent to commit larceny, putting 
in fear the two watchmen, Joseph 
Praetz and 'Max Espig, blowing the safe 
and larceny of its contents. The maxi- 
mum penalty under the first count i 
life imprisonment and under the second 
count ten years In state prison. 

Among the dozen pr’soners who were 
brought to.the court house from the jail 
Saturday afternoon was~a tall, intelli- 
gent looking negro. He was in the 


cled, to one p jeoner and his right arm 
to another, was Edward 

of Cambridge who had been bound over 
to the grand jury on the charge of the j 
murder of one of his fellow men, George 
Davenport, killed at Shawsheen Grove, 
Andovet, by a bullet from a revolver 
fired by Janifer. There was a look of 
resignation, but not despair, on his face 
as the accused man took his seat in the 
prisoners’ dock beside his companions. 
Twenty feet away sat his wife and a 
lady friend, eagerly awaiting the report 
of the finding of the’ grand jury, which 
meant so much to her and to him. Hus- 
band and wife had a long, anxious wait 
as the report of the jury was not made 
known for over an hour after the ap- 
pointed time. At times they exchanged 
glances, the wife’s face always wreath- 
ed in a confident smile, which the hus- 
band answered with a look which told 
all who saw it that he was guiltless of 
all crime, notwithstanding that he had 
killed a man. 


After the jury had filéd in and been 
counted, Clerk ‘Woodbury took the ‘pa+ 
pers and. the first name he read was 
that of Janifer. The negro stood up, 
tall and straight. A moment later and 
he had heard the welcome words: ‘‘The 
grand jury finds no bill against you and 
you are free to go.” Janifer’s wife 
rushed to him and kissed him, The 
man’s face lighted up with-joy, and 
picking up his’ hat he walked out of the 
court room. 

The officers at the jail and all who 
have had any dealings with him since 
the unfortunate shooting say that he 
has shown a splendid spirit, regretting 
exceedingly that Davenport had died 
but confident that his innocence of any 
crime would be preven, as he appeared 
to feel certain that it would be clearly 
proven before the jurors that he fired to 


save his own life and not to take away 
Davenport’s. . 

The only thing which troubled the 
grand jurors in their consideration of 
this case was the testimony of the two 
men who declared that Davenport re- 
ceived the fatal wound while his head 
was under a companion’s arm, the lat- 
ter trying to pull him away from Jan- 
ifer... Their testimony not only placed 
Janifer in the light of a murderer, but 
also made it appear that the crime was 
committed deliberately in cold blood. 
This testimony was so much in conflict 
with the evidence of all the other wit- 
nesses that the case was gone all over 
again and the character of the witness- 
es investigated. The second hearing 
convinced the jurors beyond question 
that Janifer did not murder Davenvort 
and further that, in their opinion, even 
a manslaughter charge would not be 
proper under the circumstances,

The Street Railway Hearing. 


There is probably no man who has 
followed the trend of events in Andover 
street railway circles during the past 
eight years, who has not found himself 
repeating more than once parts of the 
one hundred and third psalm, and won- 
dering as he dwelt upon the long suffer- 
ing patience of the Andover public, 
how soon the wrath was to come. For 
the past two years there has been one 
line of that grand passage that has 
stood out more boldly than the rest, 
and it has read’“slow to anger.” But 
last Saturday there was a new fire 
burning on the public hearth, and it 
was heating to the red hot point the 
indignation of the citizens. All of the 
two hundred or so attendants at the 
hearing regarding a location on Main 
street for the Lawrence & Reading 
road, were first and foremost bitter 
critics of the company which now holds 
the franchise. Every citizen there, 
either by word or by approving ap- 
plause, showed his strong wish that the 
new road should be encouraged and 
the old road brought to a better real- 
ization of its duty toward the Andover 
public. 

And it wasn’t the outburst of a lot 
of socialists or political ranters, but it 
was the outspoken indignation of a rep- 
resentative Andover. The manager of 
the new road appeared happy; the 
manager of the old road appeared ill at 
ease ; the interested public appeared to 
know exactly what it wanted, and the 
selectmen appeared to be glad that 
their course was so clearly defined by 
such a show of public sentiment. 

“Down Main street, and one track 
for both” is a better cry than ever to 
urge in the solution of the present 
problem. 


The Farmer’s Surplus Apples. 


A regular Townsman reader sends us 
the farmer’s side of the “ free fruit for 
the poor” charity, in Boston. We are 
inclined to agree very heartily with that 
view, which thinks the very abundance 
of the farmer’s crop and its consequent 
cheapness, to be a strong argument why 
some one should buy it. It is all very 
pretty for some people to organize the 
hundred and one sweet charities, and 
expect somebody else to furnish the 
wherewithal to support them. In this 
case, it looks very much as if some very 
estimable persons had resolved that it 
would be a splendid thing for the de- 
caying fruit to find a market through 
its free gift to the poor of the city ; so 
the plan was promptly formed for add- 
ing to the farmer’s already heavy bur- 
den of a big crop of no value, the fur- 
ther expense of packing and shipping 
his fruit as-a free gift for the poor. 

We don’t wonder that the average 
farmer objects ; that he says he cannot 
afford to give away what he acknowl- 
edges to be of no value, strange as it 


may seem. Certainly the very nicest 
way to make the farmer’s wasting apple 
crop do most good to everybody, is for 
the genuine philanthropist to buy the 
surplus at a fair price and give it away 
himself. Two classes will then be aided, 
the deserving farmer and the desery- 
ing poor.

OF PHILLIPS 


OPENING 


Many New Pupils at the Commencement 
of the Academy’s 123d Year. 


Once more the schools of Andover, 
public and private, are opened and the 
students well started in their work for 
the school year. Phillips academy was 
the last of the institutions of learning to 
get under way, as the session was not 
begun until yesterday. 

As yet not all of the old men expected 
back have returned so that it is rather 
difficult to say whether or not the school 
will be larger than last year, but the 
prospects are that it will. About 190 
new boys have entered, the largest 
number of new students since 1895. 

Several changes in the teaching and 
executive force of the schools have al- 
ready been chronicled in the Townsman, 
viz., the appointment of Alfred E. Stearns, 
B. A., as registrar, to take the place of 
George D. Pettee who resigned to accept 
the position of principal at the Univer- 
sity school, Cleveland, Ohio, the choice 
for teacher in Greek and Latin of George 
Converse Fiske, B. A., who takes the 
work of William H. Terrill, the latter 
having gone to Brewster Free academy at 
Wolfboro, N. H., where he will be at the 
head of his department. 

Another new instructor is Roger S. 
Peck, Yale 1901, and son of a distin- 
guished teacher, now a clergyman at No. 
Bennington, Vt. Mr. Peck graduated 
in the first ten at Yale in a class of 325 
men, He will teach mathematics and 
physics. 

F. E. Newton will take some of the 
classes formerly taught by.Mr. Pettee in 
addition to his own. 

The appointment of Mr. Stearns to the 
registrarship is a popular one at the 
academy, both with the faculty and the 
student body. He is a graduate of the 
academy, class of 1890, and of Amherst 
1894. He took a three years’ course at 
the Theological seminary here, receiving 
his degree last spring. Both at Andover 
and Amherst, Mr. Stearns was promi- 
nent in athletics and other branches of 
school life. “Last year he succeeded 
Prof, Churchill as a teacher in elocution 
at the academy. To the athletic life of 
the school his efforts as athletic director 
have brought new honors and new suc- 
cesses, not only by his thorough 
knowledge of the sports, but also 
through his great popularity with all the 
students. 

This year brought about the opening 
of the new Bancroft dormitory which is 
located on Phillips street. Thirty-four 
young men and two teachers can be. ac- 
commodated there and already every 
place is taken. 

The institution is beginning its 123rd 
year of existence, Dr. Bancroft’s 28th 
year in the principalship and Matthew 
S. McCurdy’s 28th year in connection 
with Phillips. 

As yet, little can be said as regards 
the athletic prospects of the year. The 
football squad has been out practicing 
under the direction of Captain Brown. 
As yet, only twenty to twenty-five men 
have reported and among them are very 
few big men. Of last year’s team, Cap- 
tain Brown, the veteran end, Matthews, 
the big guard, Kinney, Collins and Le- 
vine are back. Perley Weeks, a guard 
is expected back. The team at present 
outlook will be weak in the line and 
strong back of the line. 

Through the courtesy of the authori- 
ties at Yale, the preliminary examina- 
tion for Yale college will be held at 
Phillips academy on the 24th, 25th and 
26th of September, with the same dates 
and examiners as at New Haven.

AFTER A LONG TIME. 


| Widow of the Late Col. Sumner Carruth 
Receives Pension through the 
Efforts of Congressman 
Wm. S. Knox. 


Some little time ago the Townsman 
told of the granting of a pension to the 
widow of the late Sumner Carruth, col- 
onel of the 35th Massachusetts regiment 
during the Civil war. Then only the 
bare announcement of the secural of the 
pension was made but now a few inter- 
esting things might well be spoken of 
in connection therewith. Col. Carruth 
had a record for gallantry and, bravery 
during the service of which any man 
might well be proud. He was taken 
a prisoner during the war-in which he 
fought and, all in all, his widow was as 
deserving of a pension as anyone could 
be. For ten years his friends, many of 
them very influential and prominent 
men of this vicinity and elsewhere, used 
every effort to secure her this pension 
but in vain. It remained for Congress- 
man William S. Knox to finally secure 
what, many others had tried so long to 
obtain. 

At the annual reunion of the 35th 
Massachusetts Regiment association held 
at Lexington last Monday, Judge Poor 
of this place, chairman of the committee 
which has been laboring so long to ob- 
tain this pension, reported the fact of its 
final receipt to the association and the 
announcement was received with great 


enthusiasm. This. association includes. 


in its membership some of the best 
known veterans of Massachusetts. 

In recognition of the efforts of Con- 
gressman Knox the following resolutions 
were suggested to the association and 
were unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas this association has heard 

with great satisfaction the report of 

‘its committee appointed to procure 

a special act of congress granting a 

pension to the widow of our late be- 

loved colonel, Gen. Sumner Carruth, 
that the pension has-been granted: - 

“Resolved that the hearty thanks. 
of the association are extended to 
the Hon. Wm. S. Knox, representa- 
tive in congress from the fifth dis- 
trict of Massachusetts, for his cor- 
dial, untiring, successful efforts in 
this behalf.” 


Hightieth Milestone Approaching. 


Among the older residents of Andover, 
William H. Gray, the veteran printer of 
this place, is one of the men _ most 
widely known. On next Monday he will 
observe his 80th birthday anniversary. 

For an old man Mr. Gray is still active, 
although his hearing is somewhat im- 
paired and the weight of the years has 
brought a slight stoop to his shoulders.

ELECTRIC RAILWAY HEARING 


Petition of Lawrence & Reading R 
Discussed by Andover Citizens aa 
urday Afternoon. How to Reach ° 
the Square the Question. 


The hearing on the titi 
Lawrence & Reading Lat pute eee 
asked for a route to the Square throy b 
either, Main street or Central and Sohool 
streets, was held in the lower town hall 
last Saturday afternoon at four O'clock 
before the full board of Selectmen 
Chairman Goldsmith presiding. : 
great an interest was. taken in the peti- 
tion was shown by the large gatherin 
of representative Andover  citizejs - 
the hearing and by the emphatic man- 
ner of discussing the ways and means of 
bringing the cars to the Square w ithout 
coming down School street and with no 
oa ye rails on Main street. 

The officials of the Lowell, Law 
& Haverhill company must have bet 
tingling ears during the hearing and 
General Superintendent Woodman cer- 
tainly looked decidedly uncomfortable 
when his company. was coming in for 
some pretty solid bits of “call. down” 
from the disgusted Tiding public of this 
place... Without an exception, the citi. 
zens of Andover who were at the hear- 
ing desired that the Reading cars come 
to the Square and that they come over 
the same tracks as are used by the L, L. 
& H. road. Many good words were 
spoken for the Lawrence & Reading 
road, but it would have taken very sharp 
ears to hear anything favorable as re- 
gards the Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill, 

At the beginning of the hearing 
Selectman Goldsmith read the petition 
of the L. & R. road. He said. that the 
board had received @ petition signed by 
nearly every resident on School street 
asking that:a location be not granted to 
any street railway company on School 
street, and that another petition to the 
same effect had been received signed by 
a hundred other citizens. He then called 
upon Col, Charles F. Woodward to speak 
in relation to his petition. 

Col. Woodward said that from personal 
appeals and-from letters his company 
learned :that.,it. seemed to be very nec- 
essary for the convenience of Andover 
people ose shesped run.to the Square, 
otherwise, ig petitidm for } ation wculd 
not have beei askeil” for soon, He 
said that they did not expect to get both 
locations and would prefer the Main 
street route, but hoped that either one 
or the other ‘would be granted them, 
Col. Woodward read figures showing 
that Main street was exceptionally wide 
and that double tracks could easily be 
laid on this street. He said that both 


companies could then use the same - 


tracks, going up on one and down on the 
other, citing instances where this was 
done at the request of the citizens of 
the place. One reason why they ought 
to have the location granted to them 
was from the :fact::that they were not 
simply going to the Square to stop but 
would probably go on to Haverhill. 

Col. Ripley asked Col. Woodward if 
his company had endeavored to make ar- 
rangements with the L. L. & H. road 
whereby both lines could use the same 
tracks, 

Col. Woodward replied that they had 
not, thinking they ought to have a loca- 
tion first. Ree) 

Col. Ripley asked why this had not 
been done and whether the roads were 
on friendly relations or not. He said 
the use of the one track by both com- 
panies was the proper way.

JOSEPH WARREN SMITH, Jr. 


On Wednesday, Sept. 12, Joseph 
Warren Smith, Jr.,.son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jos. W. Smith, was drowned in Long 
Lake, Naples, Maine. 

He was bornin Andover on July 16, 


be remembered by the sisters, brothers, 
cousins and playmates who shared it. 
Those who knew him as a boy will most 
often recall him at work on some piece 
of youthful engineering. He entered 
into these projects with an enthusiasm 
as great as the manual skill with which 
he carried them out. : 

After attending the Andover public 
schools he.entered the scientitic depart- 
ment of Phillips academy. He was a 
natural musician, and with scarcely any 
instruction, soon became a valuable 
member of the school mandolin club. 

After. graduating with the class of 
1808 he passed the summer in Europe. 
He looked at the cities and men of the 
Old’ World from. an entirely original 
point of view; his letters, and later, his 
verbal discriptions of what he had seen, 
were all stamped with bis inimitable 
individuality. » His companionship. on 
any such journey was a privilege highly 
to be prized. 

Before “starting for Evfope he» had" 
passed the examinations for.the Harvard 
dental school. He had hardly entered 
into his new work before it became evi- 
dent to him and to all who knew him 
that he had found the one profession in 
which he could use to the utmost his 
manual dexterity and ingenuity, his 
enthusiam and perseverence and his 
cheerful manliness. Magnetic in this as 
in all things, he filled with some of 
his own interest all with whom he 
talked. Every indication pointed toa |’ 
highly successful career in a useful pro- 
fession. But nothing could have been 
more foreign to his own mind than the 
thought of personal success. In his de- 
votion to his work self had no part. 

At the dental school he made many 
friends, was soon elected to the 2¥@ 
fraternity and was later made its secre- 
tary. He knew nothing of popularity 
until the compelling force of his clean- 
cut manliness brought it to him. He 
was as free from wordly taint in word 
and deed and thought as one of Arthur’s 
knights. “But not only was he free from 
evil; he did not even recognize its exis- 
tence. His purity of mind and body was 
unassailable, 

Physical strength was on the same 
high plane as mental strength. -In ath- 
letic contests he had little interest, but 
he constantly exercised himself in sports 
which call for muscle, pluck and nerve. 
Mountain-climbing, sailing, swimming 
and canoeing, into all of these he entered 
with buoyant enthusiasm. He was an 
athlete in the best sense of the word, 

It is a fact not altogether filled with 
sadness that one of these favorite sports 
was the indirect cause of his untimely 
death. On Sept. 3, six weeks after his 
twenty-first birthday, in the company of 
his room-mate, Norman Reoch, he 
stated on acanoe.trip, upon the execu- 
tion of which he had set his heart. In 
his customary way he had thought out 
and talked over every detail of the 
course before the ice had left the rivers, 
The journal which was recovered after 
the accident, shows by his daily entries 
that ap'to the last his happiest expecta- | 
tions were realized. 

Starting at Sebago lake, Smith and 
Reoch paddled up through the Songo 
river, Bay of Naples and Long Lake to 
Harrison. On Wednesday morning they 
were on their return trip. They had 
planned toreturn to Sebago, carry across 
to the Saco and finish their journey at 
Biddeford Vool, the Smith’s summer 
home. The boys had not heard of the 
Galveston storm and knew nothing. of 
the falling barometer. Keaching 
Mast Cove, near Naples, the wind 
freshened and the lake became choppy. 
Soon the canoe began to take water 
badly; and the boys jumped out. By 
this time a high sea was running; but 
Mr. Charles White of Naples, saw the 
boys’ plight and went to their assistance 
in another canoe at the risk of his own 
life.. Reoch declined assistance; and 
White paddled towards Smith. At this 
point the full force of the gale struck all,

Warned by White, they started back 
tothe canoe. When within afew feet 
of safety, Smith suddenly ceased swim- 
ming and sank at, once and without a 
sound. He undoubtedly suffered from 
severe cramp. Mr. White paddled again 
and again over the spot; but the poor 
boy never rose. With difficulty Mr. 
White got Reoch into his canoe and car- 
ried him ashore. In that sea, this was a 
feat possible only through mingled bra- 
very, strength and skill. 

The body was not recovered until Sat- 
urday morning. The funeral services at 
his home on Tuesday were conducted by 
Rev. Frederick A. Wilson, his pastor. 
They were affectionate and sympathetic. 
The music was exceptionally appropri- 
ate and beautiful. Mr. Nathaniel H. 
Pride played selections; and two hymns 
were sung by the assembled friends. 

The burial was in the family lot in the 
West Parish; the conmimitment service 
was impressively simple. The bearers

Col. Woodward said that the people of 
Andover understood the situation aright. 
When his company built its road to And- 
over it didn’t look for any Opposition. 
The Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill re- 
ceived a great. benefit from his company 
without putting, out a cent. His com- 
pany was not disposed to do anything 
against the interests of the L. L. & H. 
road. The Lawrence & Reading com- 
pany had done the best they knew how 
in regards to building a good road and 
equipping it in the best possible manner 
and running the best cars on earth. 

Selectman Goldsmith stated that-there 
seemed to be a universal desire that the 
cars run down town. He thought some 
suitable waiting room should be pro- 
vided by the road in the Square, 

John N. Cole asked that. Superinten- 
dent Woodman of the L. L. & H. road 
should state what his company thought 
about the matter. 

Mr. Woodman said that if a double 
track be laid on Main street he thought 
that his company should have the laying 
of it. If any action is to be taken he 
would like to have the hearing post- 
poned until they could be heard from 
further, 

This: brought Col. Woodward to his 
feet .and he said he should like to in- 
quire through the selectmen. what good 
to the Lawrence & Reading road would 
the grant of another location to the L. 
iL. & H, be. ‘If they had forty tracks 
on. Main street, we couldn’t run over 
them,” he said. 

William -Marland said, “Why can’t 
they buy the franchise of the L. L. & H. 
road from the Square to the top of the 
hill?” : 

., Barnett Rogers asked if it was for sale. 

Mr..Marland did. not know but thought 
there must be feeling between the com- 
panies if it could not be bought. 

. Mr.). Rogers stated that-.gold dollars 
would have to be paid. for.eyery inch of 
it. 

Charles W. Clark said that the hearing 


“} Was the proper place for the citizens to 


éxpress their opinions on the matter. 
The top of the hill is a very undesirable 
place to.make connections with the L. L. 
&-H. road, he thought... It seemed to be 
very much against the sentiment of the 
public to have the road on School and 
Central stréets, and Main street is a 
fine highway... He believed that with 
proper turnouts on. Main street, ar- 
rapgements. might be made whereby 
bath roads. may run over the same track, 
and thought that the proper time to 
settle the matter. was then. His re- 
marks were greeted with applause. 

John L. Brewster said, “ Nobody wants 
and the town will not permit a double 
track to, be laid.on, Main stpeet, nor will 
they. allow.tracks to be on School 
street. (Applause.) Danger is an element 
which has to be considered in thinking 
of two tracks, as cars would then run in 
both directions at the same time, where- 
as now they can only run in one, I 
agree with Mr. Clark in saying that now 
is the time to settle the matter. There 
should be only one track and both com- 
panies should be compelled to use it.” 
(Applause.) 

Col. Ripley stated that the L. L. & H. 
road,,shortened their tracks a little at 
the top of the hill as if they did not 
want to connect with the Lawrence & 
Reading road; and that their cars also 
started a little before the other road’s 
cars came in, sometimes. He said that 
there must be a. way to compel the 
Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill road toal- 
low the Lawrence & Reading road to use 
their tracks. This was the only proper 
way tothe Square. He remarked that the 
Reading cars ran very rapidly, perhaps 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour, and 
if they were alléwed to come down School 
street, where it is all down hill, they 
might run at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour. (Laughter.) 

Rev. Frederic Palmer stated that there 
seemed to be no natural obstacles in the 
way so that both cars could not possibly 
run over the same rails. The only ob- 
stacle was one created by someone’s will. 
The selectmen should see that someone's 
will gave way to the citizens of Andover, 
Moral force can sometimes exert as 
much power as legal force. 

Warren F. Draper said that the select- 
men no doubt want to do what will 
please Andover people. He was sur- 
prised at the petition. Asked if the 
roads couldn’t make arrangements in 
some way so that both companies can 
use the same tracks. He suggested get- 
ting up a subscription to help them 
along to this end. 

William M, Reed suggested that the 
two representatives of the L. L. & H. 
and L. & R. reads, Mr. Woodman and 
Col, Woodward, retire and talk matters 
over and see if they could not. reach 
some agreement. 

Col. Woodward stated that his com- 
pany could not run their cars over the 
rails of the L. L. & H. road in the con- 
dition they are now in. (Laughter.) He 
continued by saying, “ If we are. granted 
a location we will lay new rails and will 
allow the Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill 
company to use our tracks, the matterof 
a@ proper recompense to be left to some 
disinterested parties or the Railroad 
commissioners. (Great applause.) 

John N, Cole stated that. there was 
considerable difference between Broad. 
way, Lawrence, a graded street, referred 
to by Col. Woodward, and Main street, 
Andover, where bald AP xe built at 
all sorts of angles, in the possibilities 
for double tracks. He thought that it 
was very important that this new com- 
pany should have a through line when 
the road to Haverhill is built, and also 
that there should be an adequate waiting 
room in the Square as suggested by Mr. 
Goldsmith. He said that it was not pos- 
sible to compel the roads to use the 
same track, but Col. Woodwaid had put 
a new phase on the matter when he said 
his company was ready to lay rails and 
allow the other company to use their 
tracks. “It’s up to the L. L. & H. now,” 
he said. “If they refuse to allow the L, 
& R. to use their tracks there is a way 
to compel them to submit,” he continued, 
‘‘and that is by appeal to the legislature, 
A bill to this affect was defeated at the 
last session of the legislature by the syn- 
dicate which controls the Lowell, Law- 
rence & Haverhill road with the assis- 
tance of the lobby which it maintains at 
the state house. If the signs of the 
times may be read aright, it will not be 
long before such a bill is passed.” 

Prof. E. C. Smyth thought he might 
possibly be taken for the “devil’s advyo- 
cate” if he ventured to say a good word 
for street railways. He thought the 
new road brought thousands of people: 
into Andover who would never other- 
wise have come and permitted them to 
see its beauties and its desirability as a 
residential town. He was not so sure 


that a single line of track through And-’' 
over would be the very best thing in the 
end.‘ What do I see, he said, “ the 
Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill company’s 
cars coming in regularly, fairly regularly, 
like a galloping horse or a dory on the 
bosom of the swell. (Laughter.) I won- 
der that the women and children are not 
pale as we see them coming off the 
Gloucester boatin rough weather. Then 
I see the Reading cars coming in smooth- 
ly; cars that will accommodate ninety 
comfortably. Then they crowd on the 
little cars of the.L. L. & H. which ought 
not to hold over fifty or sixty, nine- 
ty to a hundred people. Many are 
forced to wait. The selectmen ought to 
use all the power they possess, legal and 
moralp to compel these roads to use 
Main street in a way that will be for the 
good'of the public. (Applause.) I don’t 
expect these companies to make philan- 
thropic societies of t lves. As it is 
at présent our houses on the hill are 
turned into wayside inns and as such 
are expected to furnish all their com- 
forts and "conveniences. I appeal for 
protection. If there is no law and gos- 
pel in moral sausion, if agreement can- 
not be reached, I say that the Reading 
road which can do more a thousand fold 
to put Andover in connection with the 
great electric railway system of New 
England than the Lowell, Lawrence & 
Haverhill road can ever do, then I say 
that the Reading road ought to have a 
fair chance.” , (Applause.) 

Walter Buck thought the roads might 
be given. alweek in which to reach some 
agreement after which action might be 
taken by the town. 

Barnett Rogers suggested that having 
heard Col, Woodward’s proposition it 
would be quite right to hear what. Mr. 
Woodman had to say. 

Mr. Woodman stated that he had no 
authority to give up;a franchise, already, 
granted to them and that he considered 
this, the Lawrejice. & Reading. road’s 
hearing.. ‘ 22h 

He was instructed by Selectman Gold- 
smith and Col, Woodward that it was 
a “public hearing to.be given to all per- 
sons interested,’’ ‘ 

Mr. Woodman repeated that. he had no 
authority to state that the L. L. & H. 
road would give.up their franchise on 
Main street. i 

Col. Woodward stated that if the se- 
lectmen would grant his company a 
location that they .would try to reach an, 
agreement with the, L. I, & H. 

Jobn N. Cole asked whether a location 
could be granted. over exactly the same 
route. 

Mr. Goldsmith replied that he had 
learned. that in, certain, instances they. 
might revoke the franchise if the com- 
pany was not living up to it. 

Mr. Cole said that if the L. L. & H. 
was not accommodating the public then 
the franchig@might possibly be revoked, 
but if Andover.. people. were patient, 
relief could be, obtained through the 
legislature. , 

Town counsel, William Odlin, gave his 
opinion on the law..of the matter. He 
said that the Reading road might peti- 
tion the selectmen to order the L. L. .&. 
H. road, to allow,,the Reading cars to 
run over their tracks, Then any ;re-, 
fusal of the Jine controlling the tracks 
might be referred to Railroad commis., 
sioners to arbitrate.. The,charter of the 
Lowell, Lawrence. & Haverhill road 
could be revoked and the courts resorted 
to to find out. whether it. is legal or not. 
He stated that Mr..Cole, with, his usual 
insight, had shown the easiest way 
out of the difficulty, namely, by appeal 
to the legislature, either. by a special. or. 
a general bill, the former of which would : 
be the easier to pass.

SIXTEEN TO ONE. 


Question—What is meant by “sixteen 
to one’? 

Answer—That Congress shall declare 
sixteen ounces of silver to be equal in 
money value to one ounce of gold. 

Question—Are sixteen ounces of silver 
worth as much as one ounce of gold? 

Answer—no; it takes about thirty- 
one ounces of silver to equal in value 
one ounce of gold. 

Question—Can Congress alter this re- 
lative value by legislative fiat? 

Answer—It cannot; the relative worth 
of gold and silver is determined prima- 
rily by the relative production of these 
two metals. 

Question—What is commercial ratio? 

Answer—Commercial ratio is the ratio 
of actual value, the rate at which gold 
and silver can be exchanged. 

Lucerne hy. has the price of sil- 
ver fallen off heavily since 1873? 

Answer—Chiefly because of i's in- 
ereased production. In the United 
States alone this increase from 27,651.- 
000 ounces in 1873 to 66,500,000 ounces in 
1892. 

Question—What is free silver coinage 
at 16 to 1? 

Answer—The coinage by the m‘nts, 
without limit or restriction, of all the 
silver offered for that purpose into dol- 
lars containing sixteen times as many 
grains of silver as there are grains of 
gold in a gold dollar. 


Question—Would these be “hone:t 
dollars’’? 
Answer—They would not. Each dol- 


lar would contain only about 53 cents’ 
worth of silver and would be stamped 
with a lie on its face. 

Question—Why do silver dollars now 
in existence, which contain only 53 
cents’ worth of silver, pass on a parity 
with gold? 

Answer—Because the United States, 
by pledging itself to keep all its cur- 
rency at par, has made each s{ver dol- 
lar, like each paper dollar, ultimate’y 


, exchangeable for a gold dollar. 


Question—Why would this not be the 


| case under free coinage? 


Answer—Because the enormous in- 
crease in the number of silver dollars 
would speedily make their redemption 
in gold impossible. 

Question—Is it true that the suspen- 
sion of free silver coinage in 1873 has 
contracted the currency and made 
money scarce? " 

Answer—No; this.statement is not 
true. In 1873 the amount of money fn 
circulation per capita was $18.04. In 
1894 the amount in circulation per 
capita was $23.72. ; 

Question—What are the leading gold 
standard: countries? 

Answer—The United States, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Italy, Austro- 
Hungary and Spain. Russia is just 
preparing to go on a gold basis.
